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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over 
Honda et al. (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2002/0005842) (hereinafter "HondaJ842") in view of Honda 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,950,1 14) (hereinafter " Honda' 114 "). 

Claims 4-6 are allowed. 

Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have canceled claims 1-3 without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, 
claims 4-6 remain currently pending and under consideration. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Claims 1-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over 
Honda '842 in view of Honda' 114 . Applicants have canceled claims 1-3 without prejudice or 
disclaimer, rendering this rejection moot. Applicants respectfully submit that the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) be withdrawn. 

The Examiner is thanked for the indication that claims 4-6 are allowed. As claims 4-6 
are the only claims remaining in this application, this application is now in prima-facie condition 
for allowance.
